Bushweek ’95 a 
^scholarly affair’ 


Bushweek Direaor Victor Shortus at- 
tempted to avoid the “grog-culture" of 
previous Bushweeks by accepting the 
application of the Society for Creative 
Anachronism (SCA) to organise the 
main programme of events for Friday 
August 18.

The August 25 meeting of the Board 
of the Faculties once again pas.sed 
over an opportunity to show students 
that the University cares. 

A compromise proposal regarding 
further examinations was voted down 
16-14, despite valiant efforts by stu- 
dent representatives to muster sup- 
port. 

The proposal was the latest in a 
long line of efforts by students to 
make some system of supplementary 


examinations available for those who 
narrowly fail a unit. 

Students felt that a centralised uni- 
versity-wide system was the best way 
to whip recalcitrant faculties into line. 

“Tliey even refused to accept the 
principle that students have the right 
to initiate further exams if they feel 
their performance has been affected 
by no'n-medical reasons, such as a 
bad exam timetable," said Arts Stu- 
dent Representative Kate Sullivan. 


“This decision shows yet again that 
the University does not believe in 
giving students a fair go." 

Students' Association President 
Hamish McPherson berated the 
Board for its refusal to accept pro- 
posals that student reps had negoti- 
ated in good faith. 

It may have helped the students 
cause, at least the final vote tally, if 
all the student representatives had at- 
tended the meeting.

I 'm j*oing lo cut to the chase right 
from the heginning; I support 
ANU alTiliating with the National 
LInion of Students (NUS) and urge 
)’oii to vote yes in the forthcoming ref- 
erendum. There. Now we can spend 
this lime discussing just wliat NUS is 
alxjtit without any scaremongering or 
■Stretching of the truth. 

NUS is tlie peak national repre- 
sentative body for tertiary students. 
Now this is not a meaningle.ss and 
glib Statement. If you .stop to think 
alxiut every' other group in society, 
there is an union or a lobby group 
repiesenting them. University Vice- 
Chancellors, for example, have the 
Australian Vice-Chancellor's Commit- 
tee to look after their interests (which 
might not always be tho.se of stu- 
dents!), welfare groups have the Aus- 
tralian Council of Social Services, and 
environmental interests have the Aus- 
iialian Coaservation Foundation and 
the Wilderness Society. Did I forget 
to mention to National Farmers Fed- 
eration? The AiLstralian Medical As- 
sociation? Any trade union you might 
care to name? 

The one group of Australians that 
I haven’t mentioned .so far is that of 
tertiary students, It is very easy to feel 
forgotten and unimportant until you 
realise that there is a lobby group that 
represents us and it is NUS. This 
means representation on national 
committees such as the Higher Edu- 
cation Council; or in other words a 
group that is actively lobbying on our 
liehalf at the most fundamental level, 
that of the Federal Government. 

Of course it has become very un- 
fashionable on this campus to even 


contemplate lobbying the Federal 
Government, let alone publicly admit- 
ting to agreeing with the idea, but if 
for one moment you step back and 
objectively examine the way things 
are done by all of those other lobby 
groups, you'll notice that they are usu- 
ally more successful than a disparate 
lumch of university groups without an 
official voice. 

It is simply not appropriate, let 
alone po.ssible, for a Students' Asso- 
ciation to Ije s|5ending all of its .time, 
energy and your money attempting to 
lobby at a government level. Its role 
is naturally more effective within a 
university while NUS provides repre- 
sentation in a national context. 

T his is the big difference between 
NUS and suggestions chat we 
need only rely on assorted student ac- 
tivists from arounil the country; NUS 
delegates are eleaed by us and have 
eiirned the recognition of the decision 
makers that we need to influence. 
What real sway does the average stu- 
dent have over an unelecied activist, 
one who even then can't guarantee 
that they’ll be taken seriously by any- 
one important? 

Then tliere are the claims that NUS 
is just some lackey of the ALF or that 
it's full of career politicians who don’t 
give a toss about you. 

If NUS is truly only about licking 
the ALP’s boots then why has it been 
so naively organising national days of 
action against the Federal Labor Gov- 
ernment’ These have been success- 
fill in embarrassing the Government 
and are hardly what you would e.x- 
pect from students who svere just 


there to toady to the Government. It 
is Ixitli ridiculous arid wrong to sug- 
gest that NUS is merely a mouthpiece 
for the AI-P. As a member of die ANU 
Labor Students Club who is also a 
member of the ALP, I can say that cur- 
rent NUS policy is only partially in- 
dicative of my political views and that 
this is true acro.ss the speclrum of 
opinions in the Labor-Party. 

The second claim is also untrue 
but provokes an interesting question 
that need.s to be considered during an 
affiliation referendum. At a casual 
glance it does seem that NUS is a dis- 
tant organisation that is unknown to 
the majority of ANU students. Natu-; 
rally if ANU was affiliated then we 
would know exnaly what. NUS -was 
doing and what services it was pro- 
•viding. However this is notan excuse 
for die curious lack of interest .shown 
by NUS in the ANU, especially con- 
sidering how much effort has been 
expended in the past. 

While I agree with meniljersliip of 
a pieak representative body, 1 am not 
going to pretend that NUS is perfect 
or has been able to provide fully for 
everyone's interests. Now perliaps it’s 
because I'm hung up on seeing stii- 
denis get involved and overcoming 
dieir apathy that my solution is to take 
a big breath and affiliate. Consider it 
this way; ANU .siudenLs desperately 
need national representation and NUS 
offers a way of achieving this while 
having a say in who diose representa- 
tives are and what policies they push. 
So exercise your vote, you know you 
want to.

Both the Federal government and 
the Vice-Chancellors want to 
^deregulate" or privatise universities 
and make students pay. Here at the 
ANU our overpaid V-C.Dean Terrell 
is throwing $1.47 million at a new 
wing for his Chancelry. Where is the 
money going to come from? From us. .. 
The end'resuk of the logic of privati- 
sation is universities being run like 
businesses. At Queensland University 
the V-C plans to spend $1.5 million 
buying the bankrupt Bond University 
Inc. and continue running it as a pri- 
vate university ! 

Fighting Labor’s attacks on 
education. 

Last year the ANU Administration im- 
po.sed f«s for Legal Workshop and all 
postgraduate courses. Campus-wide 
.student strikes and two.occupations 
of tile Admin building, action involv- 
ing thousands of studenLs won clear 
victories for us. The strikes and occu- 
paiion.s made student fees a national 
l.ssue, and inspired students around 
the country to take aaion to defend 
education. The Legal Workshop fee 
was reduced from $12,000 to $5,000 
and the post-grad fees dropped... 
until at least 1S>97. 


At the beginning of this year the 
Federal government was seriously 
considering the “option" of an across 
the board undergraduate fee of be- 
tween $500 and $1000. Students in the 
no fees campaign used the "ANU ex- 
perience to argue for a nationaj stu- 
dent fight-back. 

In response the National Union of 
Students endorsed the call by the no 
fees conference for two National Days 
of Action and went, further, calling a 
National Student Strike which had the 
support of the national academic and 
general staff union. 30,000 students 
on almost every campus in the coun- 
try walked out of cla.ss and took to the 
streets to demonstrate against fees" 

Faced with united mass aaion by 
students the government backed 
away'from across-ihe-lxjard under- 
graduate fees. We need to continue 
this struggle to defeat the postgradu- 
ate and "non-citizen" fees and win 
more Au.study for more people. 

To win against the government 
and VC's, students need to be organ- 
ised nationally .so that we can dem- 
.onstrate and strike togetlier. lliere is 
strength in unity. That’s why the ANU 
should join the National Union of Stu- 
dents. it co.sts only $4.30 a year per 
student — which is cheap consider- 
ing the rising cost of our eduailion. 


We are one of only 3 campuses in 
the country which is not affiliated to 
the union. The main group against 
joining is the ANU Liberal Club — but 
what would you wcpect from people 
in the same party as Jeff "smash the 
unions" Kennett. They say unions 
should be “voluntary" — their aim is 
to starve student unions of funding. 
This is because our unions stand 
against die economic rationalist ftoli- 
cies of the Liberal and Labor govern- 
ments. . ; 

Once again, URrfront fees will 
only be defeated by a united, national 
student campaign of mass action. 
Only this kind of campaign cari shake 
the Labor government and make 
them put the interests of education 
and students before the logic of eco- 
nomic rationalism. To build such a 
movement and win we need to be 
part of thetNaiionai Union of Stu- 
dents. If you want to be part of a na- 
tional campaign .which sees student 
fees stamped out, vote yes to NUS 
and build the movement to defeat stu- 
dent fees and defend'educaiion for 
all.

The $45000 rip off 


I n 1993 ANU sdidents voted over 
whelmingly not to affiliate with 
the National Union of Students. 
The referendum resuited in the high- 
e.st voter turnout on this campus ever! 
31% of students thought it .was htv 
portant enough to vote (most SA 
eleaions get about 5 - 10% of students 
voting). For some reason, Hamish 
ha.s decided to ignore students and 
has invited them back this year. ' ' 

Tile National Union of Students is 
an ineffective, wasteful, bureaucratic 
organisation that only Serves the in- 
terests of its top office holders. Since 
NUS was formed in 1987 we have , 
'seen: 

• Austudy has Ijeen cut in real terms, 
and is now well below the poverty 

line. ’ • 

• HECS has been introduced, and re- . 
payment rates subsequently in- 
creased. 

• Forced university amalgamations, 
especially under John Dawkins. 

• Austudy.granLs have Ijeen partially 
converted into, loans. 

• Chronic underfunding of universi- 
ties (now representing just 0.4% of 
GDP, down from 1.3%.in 1987). 

• Our quality of education is hilling 
as tutoriai classes become larger and 
libraries staiggle to maintain their col- 
lections. 

• Up-front fees introduced for post- 
graduate courses, 

• Introduction of up-front fees for 
undergradiiate^professional training 
courses. 

• Dwindling numbers of graduate 
jobs. 

Now, what does this say about the 
effectiveness of NUS? NUS has lo.st at! 
of the higher education battles it has 
confronted since it was formed. You 
name it, they lost it. This may Ije ex- 
plained by the fact that only 4% of the 
NUS biielgel.is spent on education 
campaigns! Since NUS has been in 


existence students have been .screwed 
by the government. 

NUS collected $1.6 million from its 
affiliation fees last year of which 80% 
was spent on administration which 
included wages and airfares for .stu- 
dent politicians. What’s worse is tliat 
NUS survives by levying compulsory 
' union fees from university students. 
If the ANU were to affiliate we would 
be forced to pay NUS $45,000 euety 
year. And.the fees would increa.se. 
Over the last seven years the affilia- 
tion fee. levied on univerislies by NUS 
has increased 300 %! 

$45,000 is a lot of money to pay 
to a crap union. Think of what we 
could do with $45,000 on this carn- 
pus. The money we would have to 
send to NUS'in their Melbourne head- 
quarters could be much Ijettef spent 
here on our own campus. We could 
fund clubs and societies, a bigger, 
brighter O-Week and Bush Week, our 
own campaigns against the ALP’s re- 
pressive education policies, the list is 
endle^, We should keep onr money 
on our campus rather than send it to 
Mellxjurne to fund a bunch of student 
politicians who can’t even influence 
the government! 

I t’s not the idea of a student union 
that I am against. Liberals support 
tile right of freedom of as.sociation. 
That includes the individual's riglit to 
belong, or hot belong, to a. union, 
even one as u.seless as NUS. 

NUS is a ro'rt becuse if only 500 
people vote, and 251 of them vote 
■yes’ we will all Ije forced to )jay af- 
filiation fees. We should have the 
right to join NUS on a voluntary and 
individual basis. However, NUS 
knows that if joining was voluntary, 
no one would join. After all, why 
would you? They have done nothing 
to improve the situation of students in 
this country. They have just .sat Ijack 


and watched our living standards de- 
teriorate. 

During the week of the referen- 
dum this campus will be invaded by 
• professional interstate student poli- 
ticians from NUS. There will be 
around 30 - 40 NUS student politicians 
coming to the ANU to try and rip us 
off. If they manage to win they will 
take off with our money and spend 
in on a campaign somewhere else in 
the country. When you see them, re- 
member tliey are paid $20,000 a year, 
plus airfares and allowances, to cam- 
paign, full-time, at campuses like 
ours. 

I urge you to VOTE NO. DO NOT 
ABSTAIN. If you abstain and NUS 
wins, we will be forced to join by de- 
fault and then we all pay. It is also 
very difficult for a university to get out 
of NUS once a campus is affiliated. 

The Students’ Association has not 
given you much time to think about 
the issues. There was no General 
Meeting to discuss the issue of an 
NUS referendum. The Students’ Asso- 
ciation and NUS are trying to hide the 
fact that NUS is an ineffective, corrupt 
Ijocly with no ability to change gov- 
ernment policy. 

Hamish wants NUS at the ANU 
because he wants a political career 
within the union. If he really cared 
aljout ANU students he would keep 
NUS well away from u.s. 

In 1993 ANU studenls told NUS we 
didn’t want them on our camptis. 
This year ram that nies.sage home so 
we never have to pul up with their 
crap again.

There are now over 10,000 
courses with upfront fees. This in- 
cludes 25% of postgrad courses. The 
average cost of a fee-paying po.stgrad 
course is now a nia.ssive $7,l60. 

Tlie key Issue for u.s as studenls is 
how we can best organise to cam- 
paign against these attacks. 

The ISO are parading a wonder- 
fully simplistic slogan — ’'siudents 
need unions, and that’s why we have 
to affiliate to the National .Union of 
Students." .. ‘ ' 

But siudents have unions! Every 
university campus has a union, which 
every student is a member of. 

NUS, on tlie other hand, is not a 
union. It has no membersltip except 
the individual student unions that af- 
filiate to it, and is simply a peak Ijody 


of these unions, like the ACTU. 
There'.s nothing about peak bodies 
like NUS that make diem essentitil for 
defending students rights. 

In fact, affiliationjo the ALl’ domi- 
nated and controlled National Union 
of Students would lie a big step back- 
wards for the campaign against fees 
on ANU. 

What’s wrong with NUS? 

National co-ordination is obviously a 
positive thing, but not at the cost of 
liaving a campaign dominated and 
controlled by students from the .same 
party that is cutting education fund- 
ing and Ijringing in fees! What sort of 
logic is diad 

We’ve had our own experience (or 
lack oO of NUS on this campus. 

The campaign against Legal Work- 
shop last year, and the nine' day oc- 
cupation of the Chancelry were some 
-of tlie most significant events to hap- 
pen in the student movement for a 
numljer of years, and they inspired a 
national campaign. 


What was the role of NUS? 

We heard almost nothing from them. 
During the occupation, we rang iliem 
several times asking for support for 
our campaign, and money to help 
build it. All iliey could spare w'as $250 
from their multi-million dollar ljudget. 

Some people argue tliat we slioiild 
affiliate to NUS because it has lots of 
resources. Tliat's true. An annual 
budget of $1-2 million clbliars’is a lot 
of money. But who’s to say that we’d 
see any of that money if we. were af- 
filiatedf .Tlie experience on affiliated ' 
campuses is overwlielmingly nega- 
tive. ' 

Just ask activists on UCan. They 
are running a disaffiliation ainipaign 
at the moment because they are sick 
and tired of giving $30,000 a year to 
a bureaucratic rump that does noth- 
ing to help their campaigns — no 
support, no co-ordination, no repre- 
sentation, Ijecause it's a small campus 
that isn’t in one of the urban centres, 
so it gets forgotten. Tliey’ ve decided to 
take the i.ssue to the students, and see 
if students want to spend that money 


on their own campus, on tilings that 
they can control and decide. 

Set up by the ALP 

NUS was set up by ALP students at the 
heiglit of a strong campaign against 
fees in 1987. Ever since then it has 
been controlled by the ALP. NUS’s 
role lias always Ijeen to control and 
divert student anger away from the 
ALP’s mbves towards upfront fees. 

The only reason NUS is building 
the campaign now is Ijecause it had 
lost a lot of crediljiliiy over the past 
few years. And an organisation which 
has no credibility in the eyes of stu- 
. dents can’t lead and control a grow- 
ing campaign against the ALP!, 

Although NUS is doing things to 
build the campaign, the officebearers 
haven't actually radicalised. They 
haven't suddenly realised dial what 
^they need to dp is build a fighting 
campaign against fees, and forget 
their promising careers in the ALP. 
There’s been no change in who actu- 
ally controls NUS. In fact therfe’s been 
a shift towards the right of the ALP 


having greater control. And these 
people will just as quickly turn against 
a campaign as they will build it. 

The ISO is trying to fool people, 
through simplistic slogans, into think- 
ing that affiliation to NUS would be 
a step forward for the campaign 
against fees on this caiiipus. 

But let’s not be fooled aljoui the 
Liberal’s radical-sounding rhetoric ei- 
ilier. They oppase affiliation because 
they oppose all unions — whether 
they are unions of students or work- 
ers — • because they want to destroy 
the power tliat we have when we are 
united. 

Resistance opposes affiliation pre- 
cisely because we have seen the over- 
whelmingly destructive role diat NUS 
has played within the student move- 
ment since its formation. 

Tlie 'only way to develop a cam- 
paign agaiast fees that pm win is to 
develop it indeperidendy of NUS.

Shortus leaves clubs 
short

I would like to register a complaint. 

Bush Week ’95 was a shamefully 
disorganised event. 1 refer in panicu- 
lar to the allocation of Clubs and So- 
ciety funding, which was handled by 
the self-appointed Bush Week direc- 
tor, Mr Victor Shortus. 

More than fifteen clubs applied for 
Bush Week funding. One club was 
granted $1500, leaving the other clubs 
to share the remaining $2000. 

Mr Shortus led the Chocoholics 
Society to believe that he was in 
charge of distributing the budget of 
$3500, and he went so far as to prom- 
ise the society a minimum of ,$370 to 
help fund our extensive Bush Week 
activities. 

The reality was somewhat differ- 
ent. 

Two days before Bush Week we 
were informed that our funding had 
been slashed to $100 — despite the 
faa that we had been promised $370, 
and had already spierit well over $600. 
No reasonable explanation was given 
for the decision, although Mr Shortus 
did comment that our Chocolate and 
Beer Challenge did not deserve any 
funding because the event involved 
alcohol. 

Furthermore, Mr Shortus ex- 
plained that he never had any real 
authority to allocate funding in the 
first place. Apparently the real power 
lay with the SA treasurer. He also ad- 
mitted that he had knowingly misled 
the Chocoholics society as to the 
funding situation. 

Mr Shortus is now’a candidate for , 
the. Union Board. Prospective voters 
should be aware of (he incompetent 
way in which Mr Shortus handled 
Bush Week and the financial reper- 
cussions when casting their vote.

I feel hurt and afraid that Heidi is pub- 
licly attacking me, at the .same time I 
realise that Heidi is giving us all a gift.

Democracy dragged 
through the mud

Too often the aaions of the malevo- 
lent and disreputable are justified by 
commentators on the basis of their 
functionality.

A woman swallowed a fly once.

fore tossing it aside into the “Too Difficult To Deal

But if the supposed ‘authorities’ on the subject were;'..^ 
to take a look around they would notice that for every 
eating disordered woman there is a different story, a . 
different reason for tearing up her body. A different- 
carrot. It is not a cut and dried rnatter and a whole’ ■ 
range of fundamental issues lie beneath a woman^ • 
obsession with her weight, with her food, and with 
her desire to control both. ^ , , vl ;!' , . - 

Kate, Jenny and Brigid, three ANU students agree s 
[obviously, tfVese are made up names to real stories]._ 


Tliat is, they agree, that they differ in their experiences 
with eating disorders. Having emerged from the dark, 
sinister arid lonely guts of the matter, all three women 
argue that food, the media and the diet industry are 
only half the story. Jenny who suffered from bulimia 
for tliree years commented “Sure, food is the focal point 
of an eating disorder arid the media and the'diet and 
fashion industries perpetuate the pressure to conform 
to a certain ideal image. But it simply does not follow 
that these factors are the cause of so many women’s 
misery." . . ■ 

“No woman would realistically choose bulimia, all 
things being equal, as a form of weight cqnqol. There’s 
nibre to it than that". 

Brigid, still fighting her compulsive earing, suggests 
that ari obsession with, food was, for her, a way to avoid 
her emotions. “While some use drugs or alcohol I used 
food, massive quantities of it, to hide behind, to in- 
dulge in so that I. could avoid" expressing my emo- 
tidns.” Jenny also saw food as a way of shutting off 
and satisfying sonre unfulfilled longing. In an. attempt 
to quash the frustration and anxiety that buzzed in- 
side herishe would shove food on top of it all, 
■compacting and nullifying the sensation that nothing 
was satisfying enough”. 

At the other end of the spectrum, engulfed in the 
anorexic cycle, Kate saw her ability to refuse food as 
a way of being able, to control her life. As a young 
woman, Kate had been told that to be the best, and in 
her case, to be tlie best ballet dancer, meant to be thin- 
ner. She learnt over jhe years that if she could control 
her weight, she- could be the best. When she hit high 
sdiool arify university this mind-set continued. 

.When' the" pressure hits Kate’s immediate reaction 
is to not eat. (Proponents of the ‘Pavlovian dog’ theory 
go, tqtowri on’this one.) Coriviricing herself that food 
was ‘but of the question’ sinipljfied everything. She 
could avoid eating and a|l the rigmarole, taboos, and 
restrictions that went, with it, making life more man- 
ageable.

In her article Reading the Slender Body, Susan Bordo 
has identified a double bind that women are re-living, 
in a most macabre manner, the pressures that surround 
twentieth century western women. Perceiving from a 
very young age that it is essentially ‘a man’s world’ in 
which control and self-mastery are valued, women 
attempt to reject the voluptuousness, the excessive- 
ness of the female body. A wandering waistline sug- 
gests. A taut, androgynous body connotes. 

However, at the same time women are still being 
subjected to the pressure to be the carers, to provide 
the food, to be the consumers. Women are encour- 
aged to consume and when coiifounded by the ta- 
boos that surround food the whole area of gastronomy 
becomes a bizarre and irresistible urge that cant be 
fought off. While anorexia and compulsive eating take 
opposite ends of this conflict between control and self 
indulgence, the bulimic sits in the middle, caught up 


coming a dizzily addictive pastime. Kate; Jenny and 
Brigid all sought to lose weight. All three came out of 
it with very confused metabolisms that just packed on 
the weight. “My body was so used to being deprived 
that it would just snatch up any random calorie that 
entered and stored it in the event that there wouldn’t 
be anything else for a while”, Jenny says. 

“I sought control and simplicity and instead I was 
left with a whole host of complexities. I now face the 
threat of osteoporosis and premature menopause. A 
far cry from the beautiful me that 1 had in mind" muses 
Kate. Brigid on the other hand was hoping to find some 
emotional stability in the food that she consequently 
became so obsessed with. Instead, she describes the 
consequence of having her head stuffed in a fridge 
for four years as “having to learn to walk again emo- 
tionally”. 

And now 


ets of raw cake mix and the jar of Capers settle in your 
gut before you could chuck it back up?”. 

Alternatively, some practical advice that if proffered 
often enough, might sink in. All three women that we 
spoke to agree adamantly that diets won’t fix a food 
obsession. Drugs just evade the issue (watch out for 
that most-understanding-psychiatrist who will sooth- 
ingly advise “just pop a Prozac”) . They are also ad- 
dictive, despite what everyone says. Don’t be con- 
vinced either, that it' is just a chemical imbalance in 
your brain. FinaUy, and now for the touchy feely stuff, 
remember You are not alone, support is out there and 
if you are strong enough to starve yourself, throw up, 
basically survive an eating disorder, then you are strong 
enough to get back on track again.

to use and abuse: 

a woman’s perspective on 
pornographic imagery 

by Jenny Power 


tlie Canadian province of Ontario was used a few years 
ago to raid a bookshop for carrying a sexually explicit 
lesbian magazine. This is not surprising considering 
the homophobia within society. Banning lesbian and 
gay erotica can hardly be considered a step forward 
for feminism. But by calling for a ban on pornogra- 
phy, where do you draw the line? 

Ruth Wallsgrove, in 1977, in the British feminist 
magazine Spare Rib wrote. “I believe we should not 
agitate for more laws against pornography, but should 
rather stand together and say what we feel about it, 
and what we feel about our own sexuality, and force 
men to re-examine their own attitudes to sex and 
women implicit in their consumption of porn.” 

The women’s liberation movement has consistently 
campaigned against sexist media imagery which stere- 
otypes women — we want wider recognition of 
women as capable, strong, independent and sexual 
beings. •* 

The most effective way to counter images which 
are sexist or exploitative is not necessarily to call for 
them to be banned. 

What we need is to initiate a much more wide rang- 
ing debate about sex, we need to be lobbying for bet- 
ter sex education in schools, we need to create more 
informed, tolerant and responsible social attitudes to 
the expression of sexuality. We need to challenge die 
sexism in society by building a mass women’s move- 
ment. Part of this means supporting those who are 
creating, through film, literature or print media, alter- 
native sexual images of women — often this is the 
producers of erotica for women. 

The question of sexual violence depicted in por- 
nography is central to the debate on whether or not 
porn should be banned. It is argued that explicit, sexu- 
ally violent material is particularly degrading and may 
incite violence against women. 


but what does this mean if these practices are entered 
into consensually and enjoyed by Ixith partners? And 
What about lesbian S&M pornography — could women 
demand that tliis should be banned for depicting vio- 
lence against women? Is this perpetuating sexism? 

The answer often given to these questions is that 
sex has been corrupted into the eroticisation of power 
relations — and that this is why women enjoy S&M, 
or other apparently “deviant” forms of sexual activity. 

This argument, however, is based on the assump- 
tion that sexual preferences or l^ehaviour mirror atti- 
tudes and behaviour outside the context of sexual ac- 
tivity. However real life suggests that sexual dominatiop 
or submission is no indicator of personality or behav- 
iour toward others. For example, men who enjoy maso- 
chistic and submissive sex are not necessarily maso- 
chistic and submissive in their daily lives. 

This argument is also suggesting that tliere is some 
“proper” form of sex — that there is an ideal form of 
sexual relations which would allow a woman’s real 
sexuality to emerge. This is a brand of moralism, la- 
belling what is “good" and what is “bad” and- giving a 
definition of “normal” behaviour, based on value judge- 
ments Prescriptions of “politically correct” sex, of any 
variety, run counter to feminism’s desire to empower 
women to explore their sexuality. We don’t need new 
forms of guilt parading under the banner of “political 
correctness." 

Violent pornography reflects reality to some extent.

Women are subject to violence in some relationships, 
in the street and elsewhere. Trying to eliminate all vio- 
lent pornography is not going to mean that violence 
against women stops, because it happens on a number 
of different levels. One can’t single out pornography 
as the key cause of violence against women.

How are men involved in 
the beauty myth, and what 
do men have to gain from 
getting over it? Adam 
Hughes has the story. 


U nreal standards of beauty undermine 
women's lives. They also divorce men 
from a sensual and connected sensu 
ality. The publication of Naomi WblPs 
book 77a<? Beauty Myth several years 
ago was an important moment for the women’s move- 
ment. Wolf pulled together many women’s insights and 
feelings about beauty and shaped them into a power- 
ful and persuasive account. . 

T)3e Beauty Myth shoves that the gains of feminism, 
which through the 1960s and 70s had freed women to 
some degree from previous economic and social con- 
straints, are now beirig. undermined by the beauty 
myth. The beauty myth has taken over “the work of 
social coercion that myths about motherhood, domes- 
ticity, chastity and passivity, no. longer can manage.” 
Wolf uses a w^lth of eye-opening findings to detail 
how unreal standards and definitions of beauty, propa- 
gated by male-owned commercial and media cultures, 
undermine women’s self-esteem; lead women to be- 
come competitive 'and divided; are used as a means 
of workplace discrimination; and lead women to de- 
stroy their health and lives through eating disorders. 

In the final chapter, “Beyond the beauty myth,” Wolf 
exhorts women to embrace a definition of beauty based 
on a love of, and joy in, women’s real bodies; to em- 
brace an active sexuality based on playfulness and self- 
confidence; and to come out of scared isolation to re- 
ject the lies and fear sold by the beauty myth. 

The Beauty Myth is a lilfe-changing book for women, 
and potentially for men. But positive responses to the 
book from rhen have been scarce. 

One common response is, “But it’s the same for 
men now.” Indeed, the middle-class gay scene is domi- 
nated by a commercial culture which attributes sexi- 
ness to only a limited number of stereotyped versions 
of beauty. Notions of what is good-looking in a 
man, whether gay or straight, are moving away from a 
rugged or straight-up simplicity, and towards a mani- 
cured p>erfectionism that requires time, attention and. 
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most importantly, money. 

As Wolf points out, “Advertising has begun to por- 


the difference is not just one of degree. 

When a woman is objectified by a man or men, or 


tray the male body in a beauty myth of its own. As when she thinks of and presents herself as an object 


this imagery focuses more closely on male sexuality, 
it will undermine the sexual self-esteem of men in 
general.” 

Men, women and children are all preyed upon by 
advertisers. They tear and rip at our self-esteem, en- 
couraging us into a mad race to look more beautiful 
than each other. They convince us that we must be- 
come no more than objects for each other’s gaze or 
commodities for consumption. They persuade us to 
diet, work out and buy the' products that will turn us 
into the cropped and air-brushed two-dimensional 
images of the commercial media. Consumer capital- 
ism clearly plays an anti-human role in piropagating 
the beauty myth. ' , ’ 

But men and women have different experiences 
of the beauty myth, because it is structured "as much 
by patriarchy as it' is by capitalism. * 

Women are objectified more often and more in- 
tensely than men. Our society encourages women to 
think of beauty as fundamental to their identity, 
whereas its importance is still minor for men’s. But 


for a male gaze, this occurs in a society with a specific 
power structure and culture. Men hold all institutional 
and economic power, including the power to hire and 
fire women on the basis of their appearance, and the 
economic power to threaten a female partner with be- 
ing dumped for a more attractive model if she does 
not look after her appearance. 


W omen are told they must always look sexu- 
ally attractive, but women are told they 
were asking for it when they are sexually 
assaulted or harassed. When a woman makes herself 
into a sexually attractive object? it brings her approval 
at the same time as it puts her in potential danger. 
This is one sense in which we live in a rape culture. 

Unless they have been in prison, men cannot un- 
derstand what it is like for a woman when she feels 
herself to be an object for a male gaze, because we 
cannot or do not experience it with the same deep 
sense of powerlessness and danger. Women hear con- 
tempt and threat in wolfwhistles, while men may find 


them demeaning, or confusing at worst, if directed at 
them by women. • 

The beauty mytli keeps women powerless and men 
powerful. It does this at the same tithe as it dehuman- 
ises us all, making us all increasingly aware of our- 
selves as objects. " ■' ; 

Part of the challenge for men who want to share 
power equally with women and with each other is to 
understand our complicity in the perpetuation of the 
beauty myth. Another is to understand how much we 
have to gain from freeing ourselves from the myth. 

Because of tlie beauty myth, men miss out on hav- 
ing relations with real people rather than concepts in 
our heads. We miss out on sensuality, and the pleas- 
ures of a sexuality based on something otlier than 
unreal visual expectations. We are blinded to tlie beauty 
of spontaneous human life and the beauty of unself- 
, conscious sexual joy passing across a partner’s face. 

While objectification is our fundamental way of 
relating to each other, we remain located inside our- 
selves. We make no real connection with others, and 
we continue to live in a fantasy world isolated from 
what others are feeling and thinking. 

Naomi Wolf writes of liberating, women’s sexuality 
from the beauty myth. Perhaps the best way men, 
particularly straight men, can help is by liberating our 
own. 

Isn’t there a direct relationship between the way 
we, as men, view other people’s bodies', and the way 
our own sexual responses are structured? Our sexual- 
ity and odr relationship to our bodies have been trained 
by peer pressure and pornographic culture. Men’s 
sexuality is perfo’rmahce-ofietited and penis-focused. 
Our bodies becomeweapqns; and our gaze becomes 
a sighting device, honing in on attractive targets. 

If men’s sexuality was based on touch, sensuality 
and a spiritual connection widi our partners, would it 
matter so much whetlter they fitted the shapes in ad- 
vertising, pornography or BaywatcJfi Such images can 
only be sold to us while our own sexualities are suuc- 
tured in that limited way. 

Getting over the beauty myth will mean discover- 
ing the rest of our bodies, and thinking of our entire 
bodies as sensitive receptors of other people’s touch 
and attention, irrespective of what those people look 
like. This could be confronting at first: to feel bur bodies 
in a different way, to feel taist and to open ourselves 
up to a real acknowledgement of the subjectivity bf 
the person we are with. 

It may be frightening to unclench ourselves, to get’ 
over our fear of different feelings and different looks. . 
But aren’t the greatest sexual moments always the 
moments of letting go?

M y head hurt, and my throat was sore. My 
voice should have been this hoarse from 
trying to talk above the noise of the party. 
But that wasn’t it. Actually, no one had wanted to talk 
to me all night. I must have looked pretty miserable 
because He pressed up against me and said, “Smile 
baby. You look gorgeous.” He smiled, and I smiled 
drunkenly back until I.saw the flash of my yellow teeth 
reflected in a mirror behind his head. I, quit smiling 
and said chat I wanted to go home. I had drunk more 
than enough tonight but just to be sure, I sculled a 
final glass of wine as He lead me to tlie door. I had 
come with Him, so, as usual, I left with Him. That’s 
the way it is. I like to go out and get drunk. He likes to 
take me out and get me drunk. Sometimes I wonder if 
a taxi-fare wouldn’t be cheaper than my self respect. 
But it doesn’t matter. I never remember doing it with 
Him anyway. 

We got home and He went straight for the bed- 
room. I stumbled off and went looking for food in the 
kitchen. I found what I was looking for. Someone had 
hidden a bag full of chips and a half-eaten cake up 
the back of tlie cupboard. I had probably told diem to 
do that. I started on the chips while I cooked some 
toast. The toaster was taking too long so I finished the 
cake. I knew 1 should stop eating but one hand stuffed 
the food down my throat while the other hand was 
powerless to do anything about it. late and I ate until 
the pain in my stomach caught up with the pain in my 
head. When I felt my fingernails scratching at the back 
of my throat, I quickly found my way to the badiroom. 
And then, thank God, I was sick. It came up quickly, 
but I managed to do it fairly cleanly and quietly. I tried 
not to look at die red liquid widi brown lumps splashed 
against the white basin. I just kept going, undl die heav- 
ing hurt my chest, .and undl I was satisfied that there 
was nothing left. ■ 

"Are you coming to bed?” He called from the bed- 


room. I didn’t answer Him. My eyes were stinging and 
I was having a hard time finding my balance as the 
room spun around me. I managed to shut the door to 
the bathroom and pull off my clothes before I slumped 
under the shower. 1 felt the water crashing over my 
dirty head and the soap slipping away as I tried to 
wash the stench from my fingers. I don’t know how 
long I was under the shower but when I came to, T 
found myself curled up on the tiles like the sick ani- 
mal 1 was. 1 lay there wishing someone would find 
me there, that someone would take me somewhere 
.safe. But the tiles just grew colder, and the water started 
to burn. I knew that it was never going to happen, so, 
I picked myself up and started to dry off my scalded 
skin. For the second time, 1 lent over the basin and 
looked into the rmrror. This time 1 tried not to look at 
the hollow black eyes squinting back at me. I just 
splashed cold water on my face, and slowly cleaned 
the acid from my teedr, trying not to open the ulcers 
bn my gums.' 

“Are you coming to l^ed or what?" He yelled from 
tlie bedroom. The walls supported me along the dark 
passage to the light of my bedroom. I imagined crawl- 
ing into a wann bed, into warm, comforting arms. But 
there He was, lying naked on my bed, smiling at me. 
I knew that smile. He had probably just spent tlie last 
ten minutes masairbating into a pair of my underpants. 
Likewise, He must have known what 1 had l^een do- 
ing. But he didn’t care. Once in a while He’ll ask me 
how my “bulimania” is going, like it’s some fucking 
pet or something. But tonight He saved us botli tire 
hassle, and just smiled at the sight of my naked body. 
I wanted to take His smiling head and smash it into 
the wall. But 1 could barely stand up. 1 wanted to crawl 
away and hide in tlie dark. But He grabbed my hand 
and pulled me to the bed. I don’t remember what hap- 
pened after that. But tlien again,d never do. 


This is one of many stories that I wrote to my- 
.self in 1993- At the time, it ntade me feel better 
to get all of the .shit that had been happening to 
me out of my sy.stem .a,nc| gniq a piece of paper. 
(Unlike friends, you can tell anything yo'u want 
to a computer and you will never feel guilty alxrut 
stretching the Ixrunds of the friendship). It helped 
me to realise the full extent of what I had been 
dping to myself, and what 1 had been allowing 
others to do to me. Moegan to accept that I had 
" been through something pretty fucking major, 
,, and tliat it was, going to take me a long time to 
“ 'get over it’ (I am.not talking about a few sessions 
at the psychiatristi' or a few chats with under- 
standing friends — I am talking about the years 
that it takes to change the way that you think 
abdiif yourselD. 

Reading'^this story . again today, 1 makes me 
feel so angry and so sad — angry because I 
abused my poor body, rriy poor body that just 


wants to digest .some food so that I can run and 
jump and .swim and do cartwheels — and sad, 
because 1 see so many women around me who 
just don't realise what cool chicks they are, with 
or without, the size 8 figure. Ne.xt time that you 
think about losing weight, please , give yourself 
a break — you deserve it! Yes, your stomach 
probably does have sticky-out bits but .so what? 
You are a woman not a washboard. Maybe try 
hugging one of your female friends — see how 
nice it Is to hang on to someone who is soft and 
squishy and comforting. Life is loo short to count 
"calories — get out and play in the sun (hot tip; 
there are no mirrors on ovals but lots of grass, 
great for rolling around on and getting really 
grubby), feel how strong ypur legs are, give your 
tu’rhmy a friendly jpat and say a big “fuck ofF to 
anyone, and yes, that includes your female 
friends, who thinks that they can judge you on 
the way that you look.

r wanted to get a tattoo once. But the night 
after the big decision I had a terrible 
dream that I was a very old lady, and one 
of my grandchildren was pointing to me 
and saying, "Grandma, what’s that seeth- 
ing mass of green varicose veins festering on your 
leg?” I placed my hand gently on her shoulder and 
said, “Honey, that’s just my tattoo. See, if you 
stretch my wrinkled and sagging skin out far 
enough, you can actually make out that it says 
‘Fuck yous all’." I cancelled my appointment the 
next morning. 

The image of tattooing as something for crimi- 
nals and prostitutes carried out by sleazy biker- 
types in dimly lit hovels, and as something that 


you will inevitably regret for the rest of your life, 
was certainly tlie norm in our parents’ genera- 
tion. This, however, is fast changing. Lately you 
haven’t been able to open a magazine, whether it 
he Shi or Dolly, without there being some refer- 
ence to tattoos and body piercing, and apart from 
celebrities and supermodels, it seems that one of 
the largest groups of people now getting tattoos 
and piercings arc students. 

So why is it that, all of a sudden, heaps of peo- 
ple seem to want to painfully inject ink Into their 
flesh, and stick metal through bits of their body 
they probably shouldn’t? Is it just some cool 
Seattle “someone please take me seriously” fad 
thing? One first year Arts Student says, “Heaps of 
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my friends arc getting naval rings and stuff, and 
I think that’s OK because they can always grow it 
over. Blit now all these little teeny hoppers are 
getting tattoos because they read somewhere in 
Girlfriend that it was a cool thing to do, but in 
ten years time when tattoos are, like, ‘so 1995’, 
they’ll be sUick with them. Sucked in”. 

The leading tattooist in Canberra, Lee Herceg 
of the Canberra City Tattoo Co. in Garema Place, 
has a very different idea of why people get tat- 
toos. He maintains that tattooing is not a fashion 
and that it has always been popular, but that only 
now is society beginning to accept tattooing as 
part of Western culture. He believes that it is at- 
tractive for young people because it provides a 
strong link with a tribal past, and that for many, . 
it’s a symbol of the transition between childhood 
and adulthood (an event which often goes unrec- 
ognised in modern society). 

Certainly when I spoke to students who have 
tattoos, none of them said they got it because 
Naomi Campbell has one. For most, getting a tat- 
too is a highly significant, and symbolic experi- 
ence, with a virtually nil regret factor. One Art 
School Student said, “I had a bit of a hard time 
when I was a kid, and [getting a tattoo] was a way 
of making my body my own territory, which was 
an important thing for me to do at that stage. I’ve 
felt a lot stronger in myself, a lot more independ- 
ent since I’ve had it done”. Another explains, “I 
was in a bad relationship at the time I got [the tat- 
too] done. I guess it was like a way of removing 
myself from the other by person by giving my- 
self this symbol and asserting my own identity”. 

For m^ny, the shock value of getting a tattoo 
was important. An Arts student who got his tat- 
too when he was very young said, “I think I en- 
joyed the fact that my Mum hated it so much. But 
it wasn’t for her that I got it, it was for me, to show 
that I no longer needed her approval” Another 
Arts student, who had been thinking about get- 
ting a tattoo for a long time, said, “1 had gone to 
Queensland to see my boyfriend, but when I got 
there he told me, in bed, that he had got another 
girl pregnant and was leaving me. And so I 
thought, what the heU, I’ll just do it” . 

Aesthetic reasons naturally play a part in 
someone’s decision to get a tattoo. The design is 
carefully thought about and chosen before hand, 
with Celtic and tribal designs being particularly 
(Kipular. Many choose their designs for symbolic 
reasons (“.,.1 got this flower bud because it’s like 
a rebirth, it represents my new life”), or from per- 
sonal experiences (“I wanted an eagle because I 
keep on having these vivid dreams that I am fly- 
ing”). 

“The fact that it looks good is important to me,” 
said an Asian Studies student, “but it’s not a fash- 
ion thing for me. I read in a magazine the other 
day that tattooing was ‘out’, and I breathed a sigh 
of relief.” 

Body piercing lacks the permanency of tat- 
toos, and this has meant that a lot more people 
are getting it done, with most stating the fact that 
it “looks good” as a major reason for their deci- 
sion. 

iVndrew, the manager of a body piercing busi- 
ness Visual Creations says that the most popular 
place to get pierced at the moment is the naval, 
and like Lee, says that all sorts of people now uti- 
lise his services. Most body piercees said that they

found a great deal of satisfaction from their 
piercings, not only from the actual process (“...the 
pain wasn’t sexual...but sensual”), but from sim- 
ply living with it day to day(“I can play with it for 
hours”). For others it was a bonding experience 
with a partner, as they both got matching bits of 
their body pierced. 

S o what is actually involved in getting a tat 
too or piercing? Both involve needles and 
varying degrees of pain from “excruciat- 
ing” to “kind of nice” depending on who you are 
and what you’re getting done. It’s important to 
be careful when you get a tattoo, warns Lee the 
tattooist, as the advent of the tattoo supplier has 
meant all sorts of dodgy jobs are being done 
(“some of them don’t even dip [the needle] in 
bleach”), and trying to do tattoos yourself can get 
pretty nasty. 

And when it comes tp piercings, who hasn’t 
tried the old ‘ice cube and needle in the ear while 
you parents are out’ trick? Andrew the body 
piercer says, to the dismay of participants in ado- 
lescent sleep-overs everywhere, “It’s very hard to 
do piercings yourself because you’ve got to line 
the needle up properly, and it’s very hard to do it 
quickly and accurately. And there’s the risk of 
transmitting disease. Genital piercings are prob- 
ably the easiest to do yourself because you can 
sort of look down and do them...” 

When asked if he thinks that body piercing has 
lost its shock value, Andrew said that he believes 
it will take a while for that to happen, especially 
with the more unusual piercings. “If you have 




your tongue pierced and you poke it out at some- 
one who thinks it’s a sick thing to do, even if 
they’ve read about it in a magazine, they’re going 
to think ‘this person’s sick’”. Indeed, many peo- 
ple still find piercings hard to take. Says one Arts 
student, “1 don’t mind most piercings, but one of 
my friends got the bit of skin between her eyes 
pierced and it’s so gross. I’m, like, talking to her 
not knowing where to look, because I know the 
minute I lay eyes on it I’ll throw up all over her”. 

And certainly not everyone finds tattoos ap- 
pealing. Several people 1 talked to felt that body 
art is the ultimate form of objectification of the 
human body. thing that i dbn’t like about 
tattoos is the jpassiyeness of them,” says an Eco- 
nomics student, “it’s like you just lie there while 
someone brands your body with a piece of their 
shitty artwork”. 

I did not hear one negative thing, however, 
from those people I talked to who actually have 
tattoos. “Tattooing is a very special and personal 
thing,” said Lee. “There’s an idea that the tattoo 
gets imprinted on your souL I’ve heard of old peo- 
ple with Alzheimers disease who have forgotten 
who they were married to for sixty years but still 
remember when and where they got their tattoo. 
Tattoos are a little piece of immortality — your 
body gets old but your tattoo remains the same.”

are more comfortable in their sexuality, it’s not true 
that it's across the board yet, 1 think that there are cer- 
tainly more women exploring it. I think that when 
women become sexually confident and experiment, 
some men do find that terribly difficult to handle, be- 
cause their model of what females are has not really 
encompassed that. 

You seem to have a broad readership, not only 
straight women, but gay men and lesbians. 

We get a lot of support from Lesbians on the Loose, 
yeah, I think it's because we’re not particularly 
“heteropower”, I think a lot of magazines like.

reflect women’s experience, and women’s experience 
isn’t just male/female relationships. There’s a whole 
range of relationships that people are not only involved 
in but also want to know about. So I want to reflect 
that. 


huge amount of pressure on each other because they 
had to fend off the patriarchy. 

The notion of the women who likes to stare at a 
man’s penis has never been veiy positive. It’s prob- 
ably been assumed that she’s sluttish, dr falls outside 
that sister/wife/mother dynamic, there’s no simple 
answer to why it’s such a big deal, except I have to 
say tliat my relations with the censors, as much as I 
try and make it is not very good and productive. What 
we’re allowed to do is really restricted, and it certainly 
has nothing to do with the consensus of readers, it 
has nothing to do with what is comparable with.maga- 
zines that are aimed at men.... for example we’re do- 
ing an article on genital piercing, and I’ve had to go to 
the censors and basically show them all the photo- 
graphs and we can’t show a photograph of female 
genital piercing because of the censorship laws set up 
supposedly.to protect women state that you can’t see 
inner labia. But as a women’s magazine it's a com- 
pletely different context, it’s not a sexual ised context 
and there’s certainly no large red fingernails... some- 
time I find that those laws are applied without any

from its readers? In a publishing world where men’s 
magazines could have nude pikkies, and the wom- 
en’s magazine’s are obsessed with weight, keeping the 
boyfriend and Diana’s latest fling, AWF is a stark con- 
trast. 

So what sort of woman would be in charge of such 
a magazine? An Ita Buttrose with spunk, a Bettina Arndt 
perhaps? Well Sheryn George is definitely none of the 
alcove. Surprisingly young for someone in her posi- 
tion, she is articulate, warm and incredibly frank (a 
rare but welcome trait when conducting an inteiview). 
Here’s what she had to say about women’s sexuality, 
feminism, sex, power, censorship and all those other 
goodies... 

How would you describe AWF’s aims and pur- 
pose? 

A'WF di.scu.sses women’s sexuality, without having 
the context of fashion and beauty and recipes and 
celebrity and all. those conventional trappings of 
women’s titles, it wanted to be a much more straight 
foiward title. Cleo for example, which has always 
addressed sexual issues, but always in a relation- 
ship context. The founding editor came out of Pent- 
house, and saw it as a Penthouse iqr women, which 
I don’t see it at all, which is a fundamental differ- 
ence tetween our two approaches. 

What was the initial reaction to centrefolds? 
Women said they’d really appreciate having naked 
men in this magazine. Cleo had always a strategi- 
cally placed pot plant, or beer bottle that actually 
obscured the penis, because that was always con- 
sidered unpalatable for women and that women 
were too genteel to look at anything like that. 

Men have always been able to look at naked 
women, but men’s sexuality has always been hid- 
den. 

It hasn’t always been hidden, in some ways it has been 
incredibly celebrated, not in terms of our century. Vic- 
torian England really .stuffed a lot of sexuality up l>e- 
cause previous to that, even in veiy Anglo countries 
sexuality was quite... well, look at the rise of the cod- 
piece during Elizabethan times and things like merkins 
which were pubic wigs... there was a real focus on 
male genitalia. If you look at most classical art, any art 
which is representative, the male body figure largely 
in it, it’s certainly not censored, the figs leavtfes were 
all placed there by the Victorian inheritors of these 
great works.' So I don’t think in the context of histoiy 
that’s necessarily taie. 1 don’t think that men’s penises 
are obscured. I think in some way women placed a 


M uch has been written in tlie way 
of feminist critiques of the 
objectification of women by men, 
what do you say to those who claim that AWF low- 
ers women to men’s standards, objectifying men? 
rd .say that that's a naive point of view in our culture. 
It’s virtually impossible to wipe out the objectification 
of either sex and I disagree actually that men were 
not objectified previous to things like AWF, men have 
been objectified but on much more their own terms, 
not necessarily as 'sexual or as objects of desire for 
women, I still think that tliey were objectified and clas- 
sified and categorised and stereotyped. I think that it’s 
naive to think that people are not going to find bodies 
and people beautiful. I tliink that that aesthetic ideal 
is. going to be maintained and if we were going to ' 
stop doing it because we felt “Oh gee, isn’t this bad, I. 
feel terribly guilty”, it’ll just continue in films and popu- 
lar culture. All you have to do is just look arotind you 
and look at the recent advent of more male nudity in 
films, the amount of beefcake on TV. 

What about the body image problem of all the 
male models being beautiful and muscly, in the 
gay press there has been criticism of this creat- 
ing image and self-esteem problems? 

That’s fair. The way in which people take that body- 
building ethos sometimes is akin to anorexia in fe- 
males. That’s I jguess one of the reasons we have a 
section called “Body Talk” at the front of the maga- 
zine. It’s sort of couples focussed and how they feel 
about each other. They tend to be body types that 
certainly... they’re people who love each other and 
talk about what they love about each other [AWF has 


views on the context in which photographs or text 
appears. I find that veiy frustrating. They’re so literal 
minded... and they tend to all be men, they’re all 
blokes I deal with and they’re quite embanassed by 
the subject matter and by the idea of women looking 
at this material, and they’re embarrassed talking to me 
about it. 

Do you feel that tlie feminist revolution has made 
women feel at ease with their sexuality but men 
are not coping with it? 

It’s not quite as simple as that. 1 think that all of our 
morals are shifting, people are very confused about 
what the road map of their life is "meant to look like, 
whereas previously we had a pretty clear idea of what 
you were supposed to be doing, and if you were re- 
belling against- you knew' atyleastv.whatay,Qujivere re- 
acting to.

this would then include student un- 
ions. Perhaps if Howard ..wants, to go 
Unionbashing, we might need to do 
a little Howard-bashing of our own, 
and NUS may lae a good body to do 
this through.

Why Helen 
was wrong 


Rupe scoops, snoops poop 


T here is a spectre haunting Eu 
rope. Just as long as it doesn't 
start haunting us. I am, of 
course, referring to the redoubtable 
Rupert Sheldrake, scientist, author 
and part-time looney.. Sheldrake first 
came to the attention of the wider 
world with'the publication of his 
work A Neu> Science of Life: The Hy- 
pothesis of Formative Causation. The 
work caused a minor storm in scien- 
tific circles. And with good reason. 
Sheldrake posits the existence of 
'morphogenetic fields' in response to 
the perceived failure of reductionist 
and mechanistic worldviews to ex- 
plain certain phenomena. 

What would some of these phe- 
nomena be? Sheldrake lists events 
such as the more inexplicable par- 
anormal phenomena and the prob- 
lems of biological development and 
epigenesis where new structures ap- 
pear which cannot be explained in 
terms of the unfolding or growth of 
stRictures which are already present 
in the egg at the beginning of devel- 
opment. 

Sheldrake goes into detail discuss- 
ing an experiment earlier this century 
where the ubiquitous lab rats were 
trained to escape from a specially 
construaed water tank nin the usual 
maze by one W. McDougall at 
Harvard in 1920. McDougall was test- 
ing the Lamarckian theory which pos- 
its that learnt l^ehaviour can be trans- 
mitted through the fruit of sexual 
congress i.e. genetically. 

OK, so here we have McDougall 
training rats to swim a maze then 
breeding them. In accordance with 
Lamarckian theory, there was .a 


marked tendency for rats in succes- 
sive generations to learn to swim the 
maze more quickly. Absurd? Appar- 
ently, yes. However the experiments 
were done carefully and critics were 
■silenced. There were some develop- 
ments, probably the most significant 
of which was the reproduaion of the 
experiment by a team in Melbourne 
led by W. E, Agar. 

Over 20 years diey measured the 
rates of learning of trained and un- 
trained rats for fifty successive genera- 
tions. In agreement with McDougall 
they found that there was a marked 
tendency for rats of the trained stock 
to learn more quickly in subsequent 
generations. But exactly the same ten- 
dency was aLso observed in the un- 
trained stock. McDougall had ob- 
served the same tendencies but 
dismissed this as fortuitous. The pub- 
lication of Agar's report put an end to 
the dispute over McDougall’s 
Lamarckian Experiment. His conclu- 
sion was refuted but his results were 
confirmed. 


where invents the bicycle, then the 
bicycle becomes easier to invent in 
other parts of the world. Sounds 
laughable enough and when A New 
Science of Life hit the shelves there 
were lauglis all round. 

However, Sheldrake is always in- 
sists on rigorous science and so 
wanted his hypothesis tested. New 
Scicmis/ organised a competition and 
an organisation ba.sed in New York 
put up $10,000 for the first person to 
prove or disprove Sheldrake’s hypoth- ■ 
esis. The hypothesis was confirmed 
and the money claimed in pretty 
quick time. 

As mentioned earlier Sheldrake’s 
hypothesis extends into the world of 
inorganic matter. The phenomenon of 
crystal formation is cited as proof, 
where the crystal is initially formed 
witli great difficulty but then once it 
is formed it becomes easier to create, 
even in laboratories in other coun- 
tries. 

Sheldrake's most recent work in- 
volves homing pigeon experiments 
and the apparently panmomtal phe- 
nomenon whereby people become 
aware of the presence of other peo- 
ple behind them without any appar- 
ent means of communication. 

Sheldrake has a great reverence 
for the amateur scientist and encour- 
ages the scientist in all of us. I rec- 
ommend a perusal of his works. He 
is cited in the most unlikely places. 
There is an essay by Terry Eagleton 
on Formative Causality and the impli- 
cations for literary theory which I 
never finished reading but recom- 
mend nonetheless.

I n a ferocious attack on the move- 
ment against sexism and sexual 
harassment, Helen Garner’s re- 
cently published book, The First Stone 
publicly critici.ses the fact that two 
young women students at Ormond 
College, partofMelbourne University, 
had the guts to stand up for their 
rights and take the college master to 
court for harassment. 

The book, given acres of mileage 
by right-wing newspaper editors, has 
become a weapon for the establish- 
ment against everyone who wants to 
fight women's oppression. In Rupert 
Murdoch's The Australian last week. 
Garner went further', arguing that 
women who wear “a low-necked 
dress in a bar at 2 am, or a pair of 
shorts that your bum's hanging out of 
on a public beach" can’t claim the 
right to dress as they want. Chalk one 
up for the right-wing myth that 
women “ask for it". 

:■ To add fuel to the fire, Garner’s 
most common response to anyone 
who tries to argue with her is “Like all 
belief systems and religions and art 
forms... feminism has a tendency to 
calcify, to narrow and harden into 
fundamentalism”. 

In the circles in which Garner 
moves, ie as a former “radical" who 
now forms part of tlie establishment,’ 
the demand for equality for women 
means the demand to be equally well- 
off and famous. 

However for the vast majority of 
women — the women of the work- 
ing class — there are countless bat- 
tles which need to be fought and. 
won. Everyday, at work, campus or 
school, women face institutionalised 
sexism and .sexual harassment — 
from their bosses, lecturers and fellow 
workers or students. According to the 
Australian'Services Union, one in five 
secretaries has been harassed at.worit 
— and many women are threatened 
with the sack, further harassment, vio- 
lence and rape for complaining. 


Low pay is still institutionalised. 
The August 1992 figures show wom- 
en’s earnings mnning at just 66.5% of 
that of men, thanks to the fact that 
many women are in part-time, basic 
award payment work, trading off their 
conditions with the spread of enter- 
prise bargaining. Finding good, af- 
fordable childcare can be a night- 
mare, with state government cuts 
making things worse. School closures 
mean many women spend hours 
walking or driving kids to and from 
classes. 

But Helen Gamer is unwilling and 
unable to offer any practical solutions 
to the' sexism faced by most women 
everyday. This is because she has no 
interest in fighting the sexism of those 
in power, the employers, the college 
masters, the judges, church and me- 
dia.' On the contrary, her book opens 
with a letter to the college master, 
expressing her sympathy with him in 
the face of impending court action: 

Garner has “made it"; she argues 
against so-called feminist fundamen- 
talism because she's part of the estab- 
lishment and she wants to slam down 
the gates to make sure no one threat- 
ens the cosy security of her class — 
that of the bosses and the rich. She 
has a vested interest in the system that 
creates this institutionalised se.\ism, 
which divides men and women, 
benefitting no-one. 

Garner and her establishment 
mates are effectively arguing against 
revolt, rebellion and radical politics, 
demonising women with the confi- 
dence to fight back as “stalinoid 
wimrninists”. That makes her argu- 
ments dangerous for everyone — 
male or female — .who wants to fight 
•sexism and the rotten system that cre- 
ates it.

T hi.s year's Bluestocking Week 
theme is “Women and Body 
Image”. As a dyke, and there- 
fore a member of a minority group, I 
realise all too well the power associ- 
ated with body image. During my 
three “out" years I have learnt that this 
power can be exerted not just by so- 
ciety, but that I too have the power, 
through my own body image, to im- 
pact upon society. 

Just before I began to feel sure let 
alone admit to my attraction for other 
women, I was a naive first year arts 
student, with long blonde hair, shaved 
armpits and legs, and quite a small 
build. All of my friends were straight 
(or so 1 thought!). We all pretty much 
grew up together, had the same po- 
litical views, wore the same sort of 
clothes, went to the Private Bin to- 
gether. Despite looking "good" by my 
friends' standards, and the somewhat 
deranged standards of leering yobtios 
at the Bin, 1 constantly felt unsure 
about my image. 1 felt sexy in a dress, 
but couldn't wait to rip it off and swap 
it for jeans, I loved the attention that 
my long blonde hair created, but 
wished that somehow it was more 
“slick", and manageable. 1 used to 
love wearing heels because they 
made me look taller and possibly 
thinner, but I hated trying to run 
around or dance in them. My image, 
at this point, was definitely subservi- 
ent to the expectation, implicit in 
Cleo, Cosmo and society at large, that 
I be a feminine, likeable, desirable 
object. My instinct, however, yearned 
to be comfortable, to run around, to 
laugh out loud, and to be taken seri- 
ously. 


, When the penny started to drop, 
and 1 began to realise that I’d never 
really been comfortable, or particu- 
larly attracted to any of the guys that 
I’d been with, yet I’d had several 
crushes on women, 1 gradually 
stopped dressing to please other peo- 
ple. When I began to share with my 
friends my realisation of wanting to be 
with women, as opposed to men, I 
recall one friend saying something 
along the lines of “You’re joking.’. . . oh 
well, I gue.ss mo.st people are sort of 
bisexual anyway... you’d better not 
cut your lovely hair though, because 
then I’ll get worried." And to think, I 
had been enduring terrible visions of 
her fainting, throwing up, running 
away, and worse still smiling and 
nodding politely. 

Along with my newfound identity, 
came a new fluidity of image, coupled 
with a reversal in the power that 
straight society had previously ex- 
erted on me. Before this idealistic 
transformation occurred, however, . 
my internalised homophobia pre- 
sented me with an image-based di- 
lemma: I steadfastly refused to “look 
like a lesbian”, whatever 1 thought 
that was, (arguing that if more lesbi- 
ans looked less like lesbians, then 
mayte “nortnal” people wouldn’t hate 
us so much... ha) whilst simultane- 
ously yearning to be recognised by 
other queers who had experienced 
the same feelings of difference, isola- 
tion and confusion that 1 had. Little 
did 1 know that Queer is an attitude, 
as opposed to a mere short haircut, 
or limp wrist. 1 now realise that other 
queers can, and had probably always 
been able to spot me as “one of us”. 


regardless of my image. 

Over the years, in accordance with 
my growing confidence in my' Queer 
identity, my image has systematically 
varied, occasionally looking like the 
"girl" that 1 had previously never fek 
totally comfortable being, and occa- 
sionally looking like the “lesbian" that 
1 was initially so repelled by. This flu- 
idity, like anyone’s image, has de- 
pended on my financial circum- 
stances, mood, and girlfriend’s 
wardrobed), but to a larger extent on 
my courage to express myself, by ap- 
pearing the way that allows me to feel 
most comfortable within myself.

I have also learnt that my own body 
image can be used in a very pow- 
erful way. Over the holidays I decided 
that instead of saying to myself; “one 
day I’d like to maybe shave my head, 
just to see what it looks like'that I’d 
do it. Several friends, giggles and 
hours later, Catherine emerged froth 
a hair-covered kitchen with about 1/ 
4 the amount of hair tltat she used to 
have. Hriimm. After getting it profe,s- 
sionally fixed,.i.lovedit. I was also 
stunned that by altering my image, on 
a whim, I was able to elicit quite 
suprising reactions from people 
around me. I .was shocked by the 
hostile frowns of friends and passers 
by, not to mention comments like 
“your hair was so pretty”, "you look 
like a lesbian"!, “She’ll never get a man 
looking like that”. This blatant change 
in my image has helped me to real- 
ise that I have a lot of power when it 
comes to influencing how people 
, perceive me, and more importantly 
that I have the confidence to accept 
or reject pteople's opinion, rather than 
giving those opinions and attitudes 
the power to affect how I- think about 
myself; If people choose not to see 
ME, or can’t see beyond my image, or 
anyone else’s.T try’to just grin-an'd 
politely suggest that they “get over it, 
sweetie!". ■ 

Note; The terms “Dyke’t and 
“Queer” are often used by gays/les- 
bians/bisexuals/transsexuals, along 
with “Poof, “Queen” etc. in order to 
reclaim what were once words used 
to hurt us. By claiming these words 
as our own they don’t sting as much 
when someone uses them against us 
as an expression of their hatred.

Worhen and children first 


I nnana is a Canberra refuge for 
women and children in crisis. 
Women go there who have no- 
where else to go, often .survivors of 
sexual abuse and incest, often ad- 
dicted, often psychiatricdlly disturbed, 
often with children in tow. Women go 
there in desperation, but often, in fact 
usually, they are turned away. And 
the situation's just got worse. One of 
the first things the Carnell Liberal 
Government did in die ACT is review 
health spending. And who got the 
chop? The women and the kiddies. 

Innana's budget was slashed by 
$33000, which translates to die loss of 
one full time employee, two laeds out 
of six for women needing health care, 
and two beds out of 16 for women 
and children. This is a savage blow to 
an already overloaded facility. Innana 
can’t cope with the number of women 
who are in desperate need of its serv- 
ices. In the last 3 months they have 
Accommodated 25 women with 33 
cliildren, but have had to say no to 87. 
What happens to those turned away? 
No one knows. Inanna is the only cri- 
sis centre of its kind in the ACT. 

But that’s not all the Carnell Gov- 
ernment has been up to. The other 
major victim of the cuts is the Abor- 
tion Counselling Service. For over 
twenty years they have been provid- 
ing care, couriselling and advice for 
women needing abortions in the ACT. 
Recent cuts mean they are now only 
able to provide 10 hours of counsel- 
ling each week, and recent Liberal 
strategy means that may be set to 
dwindle to zero. They are the only 
“woman-centred” abortion counsel- 
ling service available in the ACT, 
which means they offer advice on 
aixirtions with the woman’s best in- 
terest in mind, rather than imposing 


on her a medical model of when 
tibortions are udvistible. Even since 
the Family Planning organisation 
opened a facility offering abortion last 
year, they have referring many 
women a week to Sydney abortion 
clinics, for the kind of .woman-friendly 
reception they gain there. But now 
they face the axe. 

If you think Kate & Co are getting 
a tad carried away in the service- 
chopping game, and are sacrificing 
vital services for a purely ideological 
commitment to economic rationalism. 
Kate Carnell is appearing at the 
Woden Public Library on Tuesday 
August 29 at 1A5 to discuss these is- 
sues with the public. Women and chil- 
dren are always easy targets — make 
it clear they won’t be quiet ones.

A harsh call from a fellow femi- 
nist who no doubt would also advo- 
cate choice, and the dismantling of 
constraints th:tt ca.st the very concept 
of Woman’ in thick concrete, perma- 
nent, essential and defined. 

As a feminist 1 am quite accus- 
tomed to having to defend my ideas, 
my existence, in the face of rigid in- 
stitutions, mind .sets and men that 
deflea the infiltration of other voices. 
But having to justify and explain to 
‘one of my own’ seems absurd, super- 
fluous. Feminism is not something to 
adhere to, a set of rules which have 
to be followed in order to become a 
’member’.. Its progressioa is fluid and 
what defines feminism is its individual 
members. 

Verlander, along with Germaine 
Greer and others, abhore those of us 
who-^do not consider men the en- 
emy", who believe that “being a table- 
top dancer is not incompatible with 
feminism” or feel that they should be 
able to wear what tliey want (includ- 
ing lipstick), when they want without 
being harassed by men, or by 
women. While of course it should be 
recognised that women are too often 
relegated to purely corporeal and 
sexual realms, and subsequently de- 
nied the prestige of intellectual appre- 
ciation, there is no point in cuning off 
options. To cut off your libido to spite 
your feminist inclinations is a very 
compromising option. Young women 
are denied too much already without 
the likes of Verlander et. al. providing 
yet another obstacle to free choice, 
agency and political action.

Tliese factors include image, 
comfort, resilience and of course 
price. 

Image 

For many people image is all impor- 
tant. The classic polyestyer-cotton 
blend is perhaps the most image 
neutral of the Five choices; it says lit- 
tle more than "I like this colour”.

"There had been some bombing and 
/ tventwilh mysisterto bring thcgoats 
out of the field. We were calling to the 
animals and we were singing a song 
— I did not know the song but / was 
laughing because it was funny. Then 
there was a hud hang and light and 
something knocked me down, / was 
frightened and getting wet from the 
thing that had hit me. Then J saw my 
sister's shoe beside me and it was at- 
tached to something but my sister was 
lying very still by the animals, sbewas 
far away. It was very frightening and 
I cried for my father ” — an II year 
old Afghan boy. The hoy's sister died 
after stepping on the mine and be sus- 
tained minor injuries. 


have ended. Often when mines are 
located in agricultural areas local peo- 
ple are forced to stop planting a full 
crop, with severe economic ramifica- 
tions for the families involved. Added 
to this are the economic burdens 
placed on families and on the certain 
regional areas by the those injured by 
mines. To these costs must be added 
the profound psychological scars that 
viaims and their families suffer as a 
result of the handicap and death 
caused by mines, coming often after 
many years of trauma caused by mili- 
tary conflict. 

Even military authorities admit that 
land mines are an outdated weapon. 
The Pentagon recently acknowledged 
that mines are no longer appropriate 
in the modem context, and are just as 
likely to kill friendly soldiers as de- 
fend them. However the Australian 
Defence Forces have yet to recognise 
this, and still believe that mines are a 
legitimate weapon. 

It is with this in mind that various 
organisations such as Community Aid 
Abroad, Austcare, AusAid and World 
Vision amongst others, are holding a 
National Day of Action to Ban 
Landmines on the August 28 1995. 
They are calling on the Australian 
Government to support a total ban on 
the production, stockpiling, trade and 
use of anti-personnel mines. At 
present the Australian Government is 
not fully supportive of this, and un- 
willing to join countries like Sweden, 
Ireland and Italy who support a total 
ban on land mines. To give your sup- 
port to this ban, come and visit the 
stalls against land mines, sign the pe- 
tition, or just get more information on 
this issue.

I n the mid 1980s, two parishes of 
the Victorian Synod of the Unit- 
ing Church of Australia proposed 
openly homosexual members of their 
parishes as candidates for the or- 
dained ministry. Since then, although 
a number of ministers within the UCA 
have “come out", neither it nor any 
other mainstream church has, to the 
best of my knowledge, ordained any 
open homosexuals. The ofndal UCA 
position as, stated by its national 
body, the As.sembly, is that decisions 
on ordination are made by regional 
presbyteries. It goes on to say that 
sexuality itself should not be a bar but 
does refer to “the church's expecta- 
tion that its mini.sters will adhere to 
siandars of celibacy while single and 
fidelity in marriage". This position is 
generally interpreted to mean that 
people with homosexual tendencies 
can become ministers so long as they 
promise not to practise. The assem- 
bly has, however, twice declined to 
vote on motions to make this expec- 
tation a matter of policy, it is, there- 
fore, merely something that 
“Presbetries may choose to take., into 
account” 

This year, Canberra City parish of 
the UCA proposed Warren Talbot, a 
gay man, for training for ministry. 
Warren clearly has strong support 
from his parish; a motion to support 
him was carried — at a general meet- 
ing last year — without any opposing 
votes, but the regional presbytery is 
strongly divided on the matter. “Some 
rural parishes were shocked we were 


for the day (by pure coincidence) re- 
ferred to Sodom and Gomorrah. War- 
ren took this up pointing out that 
while it is generally assumed that the 
sins of these cities was homosexual- 
ity, the bible gives no mention of this. 
In fact, the book of Ezekiel made no 
mention of sex at all when mention- 
ing the sins of Sodom but did refer to 
the mistreatment of the poor. Warren 
pointed out what a different world it 
might be if all the “anti-sodomy laws" 
of history had banned this. 

Another noticeable feature of City 
Uniting is the multi-cultural nature of 
its congregation. Dr. Wood told me 
that the church deliberately encour- 
ages inclusivity, with regards to both 
different ethnic groups and to gays 
and lesbians. He sees the two as be- 
ing related, "I believe that GOd created 
humanity and intended there to be 
diversity amongst them." He also told 
me that while the church had long 
made inclusivity one of its central 
aims it was only in the last eighteen 
months that this had specifically in- 
cluded gays. 

I asked Warren if he thought that 
the move to ordain gays would cre- 
ate disunity in the church. He replied 
that while it could bring existing di- 
visions to the fore it would not aau- 
ally create them. He argued, however, 
that bringing division to the fore 
would not necessarily be a bad thing. 
“True unity can never be created on 
the basis of injustice," he told me.

even considering the matter,” Warren 
told me. Canberra City minister Rev. 
Dr. D'Arcy Wood commented on the 
diversity of views that exists within 
the church and said that it was impos- 
sible to tell what the final presbytery 
decision was likely to be. “There is a 
move to a more tolerant position go- 
ing on, though," he told me. Dr. Wood 
also said that he felt opposition was 
coming both from those with genu- 
ine theological opposition and from 
.some motivated solely by prejudice. 
“Many individuals find homosexual- 
ity a threat." 

In answer to his theological oppo- 
nents, Warren argues that it is really 
a question of how we see the Bible. 
“Some see it as ‘the literal word of 
God but it is better seen as a testa- 
ment to faith. In some matters, St Paul 
had an astonishingly deep theology 
while in others he was rather shallow. 
This means that when Paul says ho- 
mosexuals are sinners or that women 
shouldn't speak up in church, we 
should give consideration to this but 
we shouldn't accept it uncritically. 


S ince the announcement that the 
French will resume nuclear test 
ing in the Pacific, pressure has 
been mounting to ban the use of nu- 
clear weapons. While this pressure 
should continue, it should also focus 
on other military weapons that cause 
unnecessary human destruction. 
Landmines are one such weapon. It 
is often forgotten that every 15 min- 
utes on each day someone in one of 
62 countries, will step on an anti-per- 
sonnel mine. Most of these mines are 
those left behind indiscriminately in 
countries where military conflicts 
have taken place, such as Cambodia, 
Afghanistan and even Vietnam. There 
are an estimated 85 million mines 
around the world. 

Mines have a significant impact on 
the lives of those in countries where 
they remain hidden indiscriminately. 
Often they are laid randomly around 
fertile agricultural and pasture land, 
around water sources and around vil- 
lages and towns. Some mines are 
made of brightly coloured plastics, 
which attract the attention of inquisi- 
tive young children. Other mines re- 
main hidden, making them difficult 
and expensive to find after conflicts 


I attended a recent service at City 
Uniting which Warren led and at 
which he invited Canberra’s Gay and 
Lesbian Choir to sing.

Then 
there were the influences from punk 
bands such as the Clash. Finally, in- 
dustrial bands such as PWEI and 
Front 242 contributed to the sound 
that is Insurge. This combination has 
resulted in a sound that is pure mu- 
sical pyrotechnics. 

With the publicity that Dubrow 
hits generated in the mainstream me- 
dia I felt it appropriate to ask him 
about his own political and environ- 
mental beliefs. 'Chris said that he 
didn’t subscribe to any one belief but 
felt that making humane, sensible and 
just decisions was the most important 
thing. He is' of the opinions that the 
so-called democracy that we live in is 
not all it's cracked up to be. This is 
reflected in his music, particularly on 
the track Welfare State in which he 
attacks people who complain about 
welfare but are perfectly happy with 
goveiTiment subsidies for business. 

With respect to his environmental 
beliefs, Chris has been actively in- 


volved in eco-terrorism for tire pa.st 10 
years. He believes thai the businesses 
responsible for the destruction of the 
etirth such as the logging companies 
must be fought aggressively at board- 
room level where all the important 
drasions are made. He said that the 
fault of many green groups was to 
rely on lame pacifism and that this 
had been taken advantage of in the 
past. ■ • ■ 

Unlike many environmentalists, 
Dubrow doesn't blame the workers of 
these industries. Rather he attacks 
both the governments arKl the corpo- 
rate management that are responsible 
for the environmental damage. He 
sees sustainable logging as an option, 
but feels that in general the rate at 
which resources are being used up 
cannot continue for much longer. 

When asked what the role he saw 
for his highly political music in soci- 
ety Chris replied: 

“I’m really just trying to challenge 
people into thinking about some of 
the.se issues that you don’t normally 


get access to in the mainstream me- 
dia. Real political power where the in- 
fluence come from outside from inter- 
national instiaitions and trans-national 
corporations. We don’t get encour- 
aged to look into it or study it at any 
university course and all the educa- 
tional facilities alxtui that have Ijeen 
shut down deliberately. So it’s quite 
difficult, not impossible, but it takes 
a bit of time and effort to look into 
this stuff arid get information about it. 

I do a lot of work on this and my 
music is trying' to get people to think 
alx)ut it and look into it." 

When asked about what plans the 
band had for the future he said that 
he was doing a lot of work on the 
band's Internet homepage (<http:// 
www.reaI.com.au/insurge>). This 
web site, which is the largest Austral- 
ian band site on the Internet, has had 
a big response worldwide with record 
companies from both the USA and 
Germany taking an interest in the 
band. The site also offers the uncen- 
sored version of Welfare State. The 
version on the EP had a sample of 
Sydney radio announcer Stan 
Zemanek removed^ after the station 
2UE objected. The quote involved 
Zemanek saying that the DSS should 
throw dirty dole'bludging environ- 
mentalists into jail.

guns to defend truth, justice and the 
American way. The other tracks gen- 
erally deal witli the darker side of hu- 
man emotions. Some readers may be 
familiar with the songs ‘Living Dead’ 
and 'Parasites’ from Canlierra’s gothic/ 
industrial club offerings Fudge (now 
no more). Planet Pumpkin and Boing; 
or Beyond the Grave on 2XX.

Ed Kuepper 


“I don’t take the fans for granted and 
I don’t like to be taken for granted”, 
•says Ed Kuepper. In a twenty year ca- 
reer, Ed can’t be accu.sed of taking 
anything for granted; every album has 
marked a progression on one of'the 
most fa.scinating musical journeys in 
the world. Every album from Kuepper 
has a distinct character, which he 
works hard to achieve: “I feel that you 
have to convince people eveiy time 
aiound.” 

That he is still relatively unknown • 
is one of the great my.steries. From his 
days in .seminal punk band the Saints, 
through the Laughing Clowns which 
stretched sounds to their breaking 
points before putting them back to- 
gether, and his .solo work, he hits in- 
fluenced and astounded tho.se with 
the ears to hear. With A King In 'The 
Kindness Room', which he’s touring to 
promote, he’s experimented with a 
wide range of sounds. Was it deliber- 
ate? 

“I think 1 made a conscious deci- 
sion to make a reasonably diverse 
sounding album... at the same time I 
wanted it to be cohesive." 

Part of the cohesiveness comes 
from the echoes of pa.st Kuepper 
records, although it would be wrong 


Autobahn by Kraftwerk. That just re- 
ally impressed me as a band and as 
an idea." 

This subtle interaction of the old 
and the new gives his airrent work a 
sense of daring which is perhaps 
more oven here tlian on his previous 


recordings. According to Kuepper, it’s 
not just a good introduction to his 
work for tho.se who have never heard 
him, but “a terrific one in many ways." 

The need to develop his music is 
seen not just in his covers — he res- 
cues AC/DC’s Highway to Hell from 
thick nihilism and Gordon Lighlfoot’s 
evocative Sundown from olxscurity — 
but in his approach to the new tour. 
In.stead of going out with a band, he’s 
louring with regular drummer Mark 
Dtiw.son, with whom he made a stun- 
ning album in 1990, Tbr/f/y Wonder. 
But Kuepper is tidamant that thus tour 
is not a retread of that album, although 
he's quick to acknowledge the pro- 
found influence the record has had 
upon his music of the last five years: 
■•[The tour) will be a little bit beyond 
that. I can’t comfortably go out too 
many times doing exactly the same 
thing." Even for those who saw him 
earlier tliis year, the show will lie quite 
different; for those expecting to hear 
the new album reproduced perfectly 
live, the show will be a shock. But if 
his past is any guide, the show will be 
a revelation of one of the world’s great 
songwriters.

Nonethele.ss, I am now prepared 
to admit that my thousand word dia- 
trilie on Priest was as lousy a review 
as ever could be written. 

For that reason I was hoping to 
start afresh with Burnt by the Sun, 
but I'm afraid 1 can’t Isecause I did 
not understand this film at all. The 
problem is this. 

When you aren’t all that staggered 
by “a staggering personal achieve- 
ment” (.New York Newsday), when 
you aren’t all that riveted by “a riv- 
eting display of bravura film making" 
(Variety'), and when a “heart 
breakingly beautiful film” (New York 
Post) doesn’t break your heart, 
you’ve got to suspect that either eve- 
ryone el.se is wrong (including the 
Academy and the Grand Jury at 


Gannes) or that you missed some- 
thing. 

In this case I suspect the latter. 

Burnt by the Sun concerns a the 
life of revolutionary hero Sergei Kotov 
who leads an idyllic existence in 
Stalinist Ru.ssia during the thirties. 
Soon diere appears a mysterious fel- 
low called Dmitri who eventually 
brings about Kotov's downfall in a 
manner which I did not quite under- 
stand. Still, it was easy to sense the 
teasion between these two charaaers, 
particularly in the context of the film’s 
jolly atmosphere and given the fact 
that its acting is excellent. 

There was a strangely symbolic 
moment in an otherwise realistic 
movie when a little yellow sun sud- 
denly started moving majestically 


iibout Kotov's house, before crashing 
into a forest outside. At the end we 
come undertand what this means: both 
Kotov and Dmitri have been burnt by 
the sun of the revolution — both suf- 
fer for their ties to Stalin’s communism. 
Ultimately this film is a statement about 
the futility of political extremism. 

Before you commit your hard 
earned money to seeing tliis film, there 
are two things to note. First, it’s in Rus- 
sian, though there are subtides. Sec- 
ond, the first half is blissfully pedes- 
trian, so you might be a little bored 
depending on your tastes in film. 

In any case, Burnt by the Sun is 
well worth seeing.
